We are reluctantly forced to attribute the attractiveness of 
this particular Service, not to its potential capacity to awaken prayerful emotion, 
but to the circumstance of its being musical. The desire which those who 
attended it proposed to gratify was the esthetic one—the desire to listen to sweet 
sounds both vocal and ingtrumental—not the loftier desire for worship. Would 
that a more satisfactory explanation were possible! Bat since it is not, it would 
be well for the advocates of instrumental music at the Great Synagogue to 
remember that the only legitimate plea that can be advanced in favour of the 
innovation they champion is its utility as a devotional aid. The westhetic influences 
of the organ are beside the question. People must not be attracted to the Syna- 
gogue by the hope of hearinga concert. In these days we must strive to find 
worshippers ; but we must not think that we have done our duty in this respect 
when we have found a mere audience. The pressing need is to set folks praying, 
not to set them gaping with wonder and delight at the beauty of an anthem or 
the skill of an organist. If instramental music helps to achieve the former 


purpose, well and good; but let us be sure that it has this effect before we 
agitate for its introduction into the Synagogue.

A HOME FOR INCURABLES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Srr,—I cordially add my testimony to that of Mrs. Morris Joseph in regard to 
the necessity which is felt for the establishment of a Jewish Home for Incurables 
“to fill a gap in our communal apparatus.” Here is a striking illustration of the 
need for such a home. . 

Nearly fourteen years ago, a poor Jewish orphan, afflicted with palsy, was 
drafteito the Metropolitan District Asylum, of which he was the sole Jewish 
inmate. At the end of some ten years he was transferred to Paddington 
Workhouse, where again he was the only Jew. During all this time the young man 
incessantly grieved over his isolated lot and the impossibility he experienced of 
practising his religion, Indeed so pitiful was his unhappiness to witness that 
eventually the Minister who visited these institutions undertook, with the assistance 
of a fellow-minister, to remove him from his uncongenial surroundings, In the absence 
of a Jewish institution into which incurables could be received, a fund was privately 
raised for placing the patient in a family. I have reason to believe that cases of a 
like character have from time to time presented themselves, | 

For all this, the wisdom of founding an entirely new institution in the present 
strained condition of the communal resources seems to me to be open to question. 
But the object for which Mrs, Joseph pleads so forcibly might be attained by 
the addition of a department forincurables to some institution already in existence 
like the Jewish Home; and the creation of a special endowment for the purposes 
Our policy in this, as in other matters, should be to develop existing organisations 
rather than to increase the already too numerous bodies which claim support from 
the community. Mostcheerfully would I co-operate in some such movement.

RUSSIA AND ITS JEWS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

S1r,—We have been warned by a sermon delivered by ‘the Rev. A. Lowy, and 
reported in your columns, that new persecutions are in the air, and recent signs in 
Russia favour the forebodings that that country is bent upon again disturbing the 
peaceful labours of the most sober and industrious sections of her population. 
Every country has a legal right to pursue her own course in regard to ker own 


‘subjects, but has she a moral right to shape that course ina way to reflect injury 


upon the subjects of other countries ? : 

The Jews have hitherto in their numerical helplessness fought and won the 
battle by the stress of intellect ; but now that educational privileges are restrict ed 
the starved as well as overworried brain is ready to participate in the condition of 


the wasted body ; and, although hitherto learning has been treasured by the Jew as: 


the one supporting light in a season of gloom, yet endurance has its limits, and neigh- 
bouring countries incur the risk of an invasion, not only of pauperising, but also of 
mentally depressing agencier, | 
The reverend preacher recommends that the Emperor of Russia should be 
approached with a petition, if such a benign influence be admissible before such a 
presence, and he urges with good reason that the signaturesjshould be universal, 
Whether received or not, the existence of such a document would have its effect 


in indicating to the somewhat sensitive persecutors what civilization thinks of 
their proceedings, | | 


Civilization denounces persecution on the grounds of humanity, and because it 


tends to degrade it and lower the standard of society in neighbouring countries, and 
also bacause such acts tend to drain the coffers of their charitab'e institutions. 
There are many benevolent persons who by remitting their coachmen, grooms and 


saddle makers to the ranks of the unemployed may respond to additional calls, and 


still be able to meet the accustomed claims of their favourite charities, but there are 
many others who, having no luxuries to sacrifice, are bound. to devote tothe more 
urgent preventible miseries the sums which had hitherto been employed to alleviate 
the inevitable ones. | 

When the hundred thousand pounds were collected for the perseouted Jews 
of Russia, a loud wail went up from the denuded hospitals and other local charities, 
and many an empty ward and rejected sufferer testified that the persecutions by 
the Czar spread far beyond the limits of Russian Jews. | :

The term West does not byany means necessarily include Palestine, The expres- 
sion here probably had reference to some colony of Jews west of Babylon, who 
had seceded from traditional Judaism ; assuredly it did not apply to Palestine, where 
the Rabbinical regulations were in force and where the annual reading of the Law 
was practised from very early times, in all probability as far back as the time of Ezr®. 
We have historical evidence of the antiquity of this practice, for, when the Syro-Greek 
Conquerors prohibited the Reading of the Law in Palestine, haphtorahs were selected 
in substitution of the 54 Sedrshs of the Pentateuch. Maimonides, that “Great 
Eagle,” under whose wings there is shelter for those, both of the van and rear 
guard, does not understand the term “ west” in the instance above quoted as Pales- 
tine, but alludes to the custom of those who'extend the one year into a three years 
cycle as an improper one, and opposed to the arrangement attributed to Ezra 
(Maimonides, Halacoth Tephilah, chap, 13, Halacha 1 and 2), 

In the effort to improve the service of the synagogue, which, within certain 
lines, must commend itself to the most conservative as to the most advanced, great 
care should be taken not to mar the gold in clearing away the rust. Ample scope 
may be found without removing those very ancient Jandmarks or levelling those 
barriers which legal, traditional, and historical Judaism alike hold sacred, To 
ignore this would defeat the object ia view. Though the Talmud has not placed 
bounds to the study of the Law in the sense of limitation, it has clearly handed 
down rules for its annual public reading. : | 

I venture to submit that the “most orthodox” would view with dismay any 
attempt to alter this observance and would offer a resistance, which 2,000 years of

A meeting of the Visitors among the Jewish Poor of the East End was held on 
Monday last at the office of the Chief Rabbi. There were present, the Rev. Dr. H. 
Adler, in the chair ; Messrs. A, Saunders, J. Schwartzechild, and E. Salomons; the 
Revs. 3. Berliner, H. Gollancz, M. Hast, R. Harris, I, S. Meisels, S, Muns, 8, Singer, 
I. Samuel, B. Spiers, J. F. Stern, and D. Fay, Honorary Secretary. he 

Apologies for non-attendance were received from the Revs. Dr. Gaster, F. L. 
Cohen, E. Spero, and J. Lesser, and Mr. Asher Green. 
‘Mr. EDWARD SALOMONS having expressed his willingness to co-operate in the 
work of visitation, he was unanimously elected on the Committee. It was pointed 
that as the work was gradually extending iteelf, it was desirable to increase the

12 “The Rev. J. F. STERN called attention to the number of improvident marriages 
in the community. The weddings of many of the poor who availed themeelves of 
the reduced fees at which the ceremony was performed, were conspicuous for great 
extravagance in dress, &c, He had averaged the age (out of a number of cases) of 
men marrying at 22, and of women at 21, although among the poorest there were 
several males marrying as young as 19. It was noticeable that several of those 
who had expended a comparatively large amount upon wedding festivities had the 
audacity to come the next day for relief. A discussion upon the subject ensued, 


and it was pointed out that the visitors would have great ifficulty in approaching — 


the question of early marriages, and all that they could do was to show the poo; 
the indiscretion of prematurely burdening themselves. 

The general work of the visitation was then reviewed. The summary for the 
year 1887 showed that 283 visits had been paid as against 231 in the previous yoar 
and that 1,358 families had been visited against 1,168 in 1886.

The proposal raises the question whether passages praying for the 
revival of the old sacrificial system and the return of Israel to Palestine can any 
longer be conscientiously retained as indispensable parts of the Liturgy. The modern 
Jew-and by this I always mean the Jew imbued with the modern spirit—neither 
believes nor hopes that the sacrifices will be restored, even though he may think the 
rebuilding of the Temple in Jerusalem a possible event. To his mind the continued 
progress of the religious idea from age to age is no less a certainty than is its con- 
tinuous progress in the past; and he can no more contemplate such a reversing of the 
current as the substitution of the primitive sacrificial rites for the spiritualized form 
of worship in which alone his soul can fi nd delight than he can imagine the electric 
light being one day superseded by the farthing dip. In a word he has no sympathy

‘The prizes were then distributed by the OHAIRMAN who offered a few words of 
encouragement to each of the recipients, after which, in the course of his address hé 
said that the success of the olasses was entirely due to the efforts of Mr. Singer, 
who thus added one more to the many works which already testified to his earnest 
desire for the well-being of his community, Mr. Singer was a type of these 
ministers of the Jewish faith to whom the present generation of Jews owed their 
position in the general community, ministers, not merely Chazonim, but gentlemen 
of liberal cultum.

Hence the whole Hebrew people may, in & lofty sense, be called prophetic 
and have been really so in their historical existence and wonderful destiny. 
And hence it was not the Persians, distinguished as that nation was by its noble 
character and its spiritual views of life, it was not the Egyptians, versed and 
initiated as they were in all the mysteries of nature and all the depths of science. 
But it was the politically insignificant, and in an earthly point of view, the far less 
important people of the Hebrews who were chosen to be the conn link between 
the primitive revelation and the full development of religion, and who are the 
carriers of the designs of Providence, destined to bear the torch of primitive tradition 
and sacred promise from the beginning to the consummation of the world,” 
The e pointed to the fact that the destiny of the Jewish people was not

Mr BENJAMIN L. COHEN in proposing a vote of thanks to Dr. Behrend, whieh 
was carried by or" ation, said that as ae as proper religion classes existed there 
need be no fear for the religious belief of the rising generation.

subject of prize taking, Mr. Cohen said he observed with pleasure how during 
course of their career in the public institutions in the country Jews were not 
receiving their proportionate share but more than their share of prizes.

This bids fair to be of national importance and help 
towards that rejuvenation of English industry, which all observers declare 
to be absolutely necessary if England is to retain her rank in the world of 
commerce, We have already pointed out the leading position the Jews of 
London have taken, both in the Exhibition itself and in the apprenticing 
system, which it represents. We desire that this initiation from Jews 
should be kept up, and would point out another direction in which the same 
kind of work is as urgently needed and will be equally novel. ee 
What has been done for London should now be done for the Jews in 
provincial towns. The apprenticing system is really applicable in Hull, in 
Leeds, in Liverpool and in Manchester, and in other towns as in London, 
and would be an example for other communities and bodies as it has been 
in London, The Jews of those towns need it quite as much as in the 
metropolis ; indeed it may fairly be urged that the evils of pauperism which 
the system is ultimately intended to prevent presses more strongly in the 
provincial cities, which are always being drained of their chief merchants, 
Who emigrate to the capital. They need it more, and yet they are likely to 
get less attention than many an astern city which is now being subsidised 
by the Anglo-J ewish Association for the promotion of technical schools.

desirable an object. But if the Jews of, say, Hull express a similar wish, 
there seems to be an indefinite feeling that the Hull Jews should be able to 
take care of themselves, whereas it might easily be that for such purposes, 
requiring large capital or permanent endowment, Hull is as badly off 
as Safed. Now we havg no desire to be insular in our sympathies, and we 
have cordially expressed our satisfaction at the progress of technical instruc- 
tion among the Jews of the East. But we do not see why the proximity of 
provincial Jews should render them less worthy of our sympathy and our 
aid than those who are removed far away from our ken. 

This neglect of the provinces reacts a little, it may be suspected, on 
provincial Jews themselves. They have shown very great interest in the 
work of the Anglo-Jewish Association, which is warmly and generously 
supported by them. But one rarely hears of any experiments in charitable 
enterprise being undertaken by them as is so frequently the case in the 
metropolis, And yet they must be conscious of their wants, and it must 
be at times rather galling for them to be eloquently appealed to by visitors 
from London to support technical schools in the far East when they have 

not got them in their own native town. 

The fact is, this is only one of many instances in which the provinces 
are left out of account in the organization of the Jewish community of the 
United Kingdom. Apart from the Provincial Ministers’ Fund there is no 
special help afforded to provincial Jews in their somewhat peculiar and difficult 
struggle for existence. The congestion of Jewish poor in the metropolis is in 
some measure a result of this, so that we are reaping the reward of our 
neglect. But quite apart from that aspect of the question, this want of 
organisation for provincial Jews is a bad thing in itself, and should be 
remedied in itself. And the first step towards a remedy will be made when 
practical recogniton is given to the fact that the provinces deserve our 
practical sympathy as much as the East. 

The Jews of the East have an organisation by which they can make 
their wants known and get them remedied; the Jews of provincial 
Britain have no such organisation. An appeal to the press is the 
only means by which at present a Jew in the provincial town can 
call attention to any public need of a eoreligionist of his in tho 
place of his sojourn. We have previously advocated some means 
by which the scattered congregations in England should be brought — 
into closer relation. In its larger aspects this question of provin- 
cial organisation might receive the attention of the Board of Deputies, which 
It would not 
detract from the dignity, and would certainly add to the utility, of that body 
if it took a. new departure in the direction we have indicated. The 
Anglo-Jewish Association gained new vitality by an analogous change, and 
the Board of Deputies might well follow suit, 

Meanwhile there is a definite and pressing want in the need of technical 
instruction for the Jews of the provinces. ‘The remarkable success typified 
by the Apprentices’ Exhibition should not be confined to London. There 
is no reason why the Jews of Leeds, Hull, and other towns should not 
follow the admirable example set by their brethren in London, and start 


| similfar funds in their own towns. And if financial aid is needed to effect 


this desirable end, the Jews of London should lend as favourable and 
attentive an ear to them as, say, to the Jews of Adrianople or Tripoli. . 

There is no reason why an attempt should be made to interest all Jews 
of the United Kingdom in this movement as it is at present the great 
national need. We have never been behindhand in care for the education 
of our children, and the technical side of it nowadays is recognised as the chief 
desideratum in modern English education, at any rate among those who 
must earn their living with their hands. It is certain that in any 
system of Jewish education in England, technical instruction will henceforth 
form an important element. In the apprenticing system we have shown 
ourselves in the front rank here in London, and there is no reason why 
provincial Jews, if properly supported, should not be in the same way 
pioneers in a national movement.

the Captain exclaimed, “ Be off you dranken Jew.” The Rabbi made a dignified 
reply, which so exasperated Captain Baldovici that he summoned the police officer 
who was standing by to arrest M. Taubes, The policeman, however, res ectfully 
drew back at the sight of the Rabbi, and refusei to arrest him. Oaptain Baldovict 
thereupon personally dragged the Rabbi before ithe magistrate, an preferred the 
eharge of having been publicly slandered by Rabbi Taubes.

THE EMIGRATION OF RUSSIAN JEWS TO ENGLAND. 


The Odessa correspondent of the Daily News writes as follows :—From a letter 
which has just reached me from a Minsk correspondent it is evident that many of 
the poor Russian Jews who have during the past twelve months sought domicile 
and occupation in London, and whose patient and painful struggle to eke out a 
scanty livelihood in the crowded purlieus of the East End have called forth the 
commiseration of their English co-religionists, do not themselves take a hopeless 
view of their present struggles, no matter how desperate they are to begin with, 
They, at allevents, write to their friends in Russia that the change in their lot is at 
least prospectively for the better, nor do they, according to my correspondent, who 
has seen many of their letters from London, attempt to conceal or disguise the 
gloomy aspect of their present uphill task, but with the characteristic patience 
and pertinacity of their race they confidently rely upon their future success. My 
correspondent, who writes from the little town of Kleck, near Minsk, states that a 
few days ago ten Jewish families, numbering about seventy persons, left that place 


the ordinary artisan class, had full employment, and the young male members had 
also all served their military terms of service. From the same place last 
year thirty Jewish families emigrated to England, and appear to be content 
with their change and prospects. A movement of this kind spreads rapidly, 
and these people belong to a class and religion which ensure them 
against. any Government obstacles b-ing put in the wa of their exodus. 
There is, however, a very serious side to this question of wholesale emigration of 
Russian Jews to England, which the Jewish authorities and parochial boards in 
London might well consider, The poor Russsian Jew laughs at what he hears of 
English poverty and scanty fare, He has a false notion that the English artisan is 
enerally overfed and easily discontented, and that the Jew can live where an 
glishman would starve. Behind this is the immense attraction of casting him- 
self loose at any sacrifice from the trammels of Russian police laws and 
a score of petty and exasperating disabilities which o his natural industry 
and rob his domestic life of peace and comfort, ow should this steady 
stream of emigration suddenly assume a larger volume from such examples as men- 
tioned above, it might lead to very deplorable results, for if they do not succeed 
and wish to return to their old domiciles, I doubt very much whether the Russian 
Government would readmit them in any large numbers. I repeat that this is a 
matter for the earnest consideration of the Jewish authorities in London, who have 
means of corresponding through their Chief Rabbis with the local J ewish boards in 
Russia, I know from my own personal observation in the south here that during 
the last eighteen manths, but from what causes lam unable to state, this idea of 
emigrating to England has very largely seized on the imagination of the poorer 
classes of Jewish artisans, .

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THE GRAETZ JUBILEE VOLUME. 


Jubelechrift sum siebzigsten Geburtstage dee Prof, Dr. Graete. (Breslau, 1887). 


“ And it shall be when thy son asketh thee in time to come, What is this ? 
when future generations shall ask what is the meaning of this book to which the 
friends of Jewish literature in all countries bave brought their share, then 
answer : It is a homage paid to the great scholar who has devoted his life to the 
exploration of Jewish history.” With such exalted words is this stately volame 
prefaced by the editors. And certainly the merits of the great Jewish historian 
could not have been recognized in a more worthy and emphatic manner. Almost 
all branches of Jewish literature are represented in this volume and all its con- 
tributors recognize the inspiration which they received from Gractz 8 works and 
which led them to seek fame in the world of Jewish learning. 

The venerable septuagenarian being chiefly a historian, it 1s only natural that 
the greater part of the contributions dedicated to him on his jubilee should be 
devoted to Jewish history, This branch of Jewish learning is represented by 
M. Isidor Loeb, Professor Kaufmann, Herr Halberstamm, Professor Hartwig- 
Derenbourg and others, Most important is M. Loeb’s essay on the various 
expulsions of the Jews in France, written with admirable knowledge of the 
sources and dealing with the diflicult question about the dates. Prof, Kaufmann’s 
essay on the Dutch minister Barmonia at the Court of the Empress Maria Theresa, 
who intervened in behalf of the Jews in Bohemia when they were threatened with 


expulsion, will specially interest the* English reader. For, the learned . 


Professor also alludes to the English minister at the same court, Sir Thomas 
Robinson, who co-operated wit! his Dutch colleague in his philanthropic work. 
The Reeponses of K. Jacob Sasportas, who was for some time the Chief Rabbi of 
the London Portuguese congregation contain two Teshuvoth relating to this affair. 
The MS, Tifereth Israel in the Oxford Library (Cat. Neubauer, 2315, 3) may per- 
haps throw some light on the question, how far the Jews in London were concerned 
in the intercession made by the English Ambassador. Herr Halberstamm’s 
publication of the Tekanoth by the Italian Rabbis (1418) against luxury in 
dress and against card-playing, is a contribution to the history of morals. 
Prof. Derenbourg's communication from an autobiography of an Arabic writer, 
from which it appears that Jews fought on the side of their fellow Christians against 
Mohamimedans, will certainly excite the curiosity of the historian and receive 
the attention it deserves. The other essays are more or less confined to local 
history. 
ut, as already mentioned, the volume is not confined to history ; the 
other branches of Jewish science have also found a place in it. Hebrew Lexico- 
graphy and Grammar are represented by Herr Buber (publication of R.. Samuel 
Gama's Supplement to the Krach) ; Dr. Bacher (description of the grammatical 
work by R. Menachem ben Salomon, 1143), and by Dr. Perles (essay on the 
Bimall Aruch in the library in Bern). In his notes Dr. Perles treats various 
subjects belonging to Jewish folk-lore. His remarke on R. Jerachmiel may, 
perhaps, combined with the communications made by Dr. Neubauer in the last 
number of the Monatsschrift, lead to the identification of this busy author and 
copyist, who has led till nowa kind of mythological existence in Jewish 
literature, | | 
Bible criticism is represented by an essay on the division of the Ten Tribes 
by Lector M. Friedmann. This essay, which ignores all modern writers on the 
subject, forms an adiniiable specimen of Bible criticism of a somewhat rare 
epecies, based, as it i#, on a deep knowledge of the Halachah and Haggada, such 
as the editor of the Sifre and the Mechilta enjoys. Long ago R. Jehuda Halevi, 
Kamechi, Ralbag, and others felt the difficulty of admitting that the golden calves 
introduced by Jeroboum, were intended as to be worshipped as idols. 
It is objected that the same people who, under the rule of David 
and Solomon, ‘served the God of Israel,” could not have been converted 
in one day to the worship of idols. Again, how came it to pass that 
Elijah, Elisha, and other prophets never protested against it? Another objection 
is how was Jeroboam himself led to suggest this abominable cult of animals ? 
The explanation given by modern exegetes, that he brought it from Egypt, 
whither he was banished for some time, is untenable on the ground that 
some kings of Judah also had connections with Egypt, and never thought of 
introducing this worship. For these and many other. reasons Mr. Friedmann is 
led to suggest that the golden calves were merely a political symbol, repre- 
senting the arms of Ephraim, the representative of the house of Joseph (see 
Gen. xiviil., 19, and Deut. xxxiii., 17), the rival of Judah in the whole course 
of the history of Israel. The feast, introduced by Jeroboam, on the 15th day 
of the eighth month (Marcheshvan) was suggested, according to Mr. Friedmann, 
by reminisences of a re-historic Semitic feast, founded to commemorate 
the great phenomena in Nature during the deluge which began and ceased in 
Marcheshvan (see Gen. viii, 1-14), Mr. Friedmann connects with it the 
customs of DYSON NO") and MI, In parsing, he also tries to solve the problem 
of the attachment of the people to the Bamoth (II. Kings xii., 3), which he 
connects with the question of MIXN WD and its history, alluded to in many 
places in the old Rabbinic literature, Wecan here only hint at the subjects 
touched on by Mr. Friedmann. For the rest the student must read the casay 
iteelf, and we are sure that. he will admire the ingenuity and the learning of its 
author even if he does not agree with all his conclusions. : 
Halachah is Bb abit nted by Dr, Schwartz (explanation of the Mishnah in 
tractate Masser Sheni iv. 8), and by Dr. Briill (on the lost Midrash Sifre Sata), 
By both these articles the student will be convinced that areal knowledge of 
the thoughts of our old sagOs is only to be obtained by studying earefully 
the old texts and collating them, Being near to the greatest libraries in Europe 
we in England could do a great deal of good in this direction as well 
as in other branches of Jewish literature, Haggada is represented by 
Dr Rabmer (on the relation of Hieronymos’ commentaries to the Midrashie 
literature), and by ''r. Joel, Dy. Joel's essay may be regarded as an appendix 
to his book Blicke, &e., chiefly dealing with the religious history of Judaism in 
the second century and the disputes between the Jews and the Judaic Christians. 
As usual, Dr. Joel's essaye are most ingenious and suggestive. But nevertheless 
we venture to doubt whether he is successful in bis explanation of the obscure 
passage in Chulin (92a), where the Talmud alludes-to thirty laws accepted by the 
Gentiles... Already three. centuries ago, Mcnachom Asaria_ tried to connect 
these laws with the well-known Noachidic Seven Laws which according to kis 
explanation might bear a subdivision into thirty.

THE FALL OF JERUSALEM. 


For the Temple: a Tale of the Fall of Jerusalem, by G. A. Henty. Illustrated by 
Solomon J. Solomon, (Blackie). 


Mr. G. A. Henty is well known as a skilled writer of boys’ books full of 


‘stirring adventure and manly sentiment. These qualities are fully displayed in 


his new story which deserves notice in these columns as it deals with 
the Fall of Jerusalem. Mr. Henty follows Josephus tolerably closely, and in- 
troduces the historian, John of Gamala, and other leaders of the revolt on the 
scene. The moderness of the dialogue is a somewhat disturbing element. 
“ Well, L will have a chat with him one of these days,” “I will think oyer it 
and tell you in the morning,” are sentences which seem scarcely up to the level 
required for such atheme. At the same time Mr. can rise to a fitting 
sublimity, as in page 75, and it perhaps helps to give reality to the narrative to 
introduce thecoiloquialisms of modern England in ey the heroes of ancient 
Judwa. Mr. Henty’s pages are happily almost entirely free from sentimental 
references to early Christians, which usually mar books of this sort for use b 
Jewish children, and may be therefore recommended to parents who are looking 
out for books suitable for presents to their children. The illustrations by Mr, 
Solomon J. Solomon enhance the value of the volums, bat the artist has no reason 
to be effusively grateful to the engraver, whose work bears too evident proofs 
of marring rather than heightening the effects of the original drawings.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


The famous Tisza-Eszlar Case has even after the lapse of more than four years 
ot altogether come to an end, though it is but a side-issue which is now in question. 
Dr. Heumann, one of the leading Counsel for the accused Jews, made during his 
address to the Court a charge that all the inhabitants of the district from the 
Prefect to the village magistrate were desirous of casting a stigma upon the Jews. 
The Prefect regarded this assertion as an affront to the dignity of his position, and 
consequently brought an action against Dr. Heumann for slander, This action has 
been carried from court to court, and has even now not yet been decided. 

Dr. Joseph Rosenblatt, hitherto Docent in Austrian State Law at the 
University of Cracow, has been appointed Professor Extraordinary at that University.. 
Dr. Rosenblatt will be remembered as Counsel for the defence in the charge of 
murdering a Christian girl brought against the Jew, Moses Ritter and his wife, 
who after having been sentence" to death by three tribunals were eventually 
acquitted by the High Court of Appeal, through the ability displayed by their 
Counsel, 


BAGDAD. 


A rare event occurred in Bagdad a short time ago. This was the visit of the 
Vice-Governor to the principal synagogues in the town. His appearance, accom- 
panied by a numerous suite, on the Mehalet-el-Torah (Torah Square), where no less 
than sixteen synagogues are located, created an agreeable sensation among the 
Jewish inhabitants. Following Mahomedan custom, the Vice-Governor and the 
members of his suite removed their shoes before ‘wwe y | the synagogues,

THE EMIGRATION OF RUSSIAN JEWS TO ENGLAND. 


— 


The Odessa correspondent of the Daily News writes as follows :—From a letter 
which has just reached me from a Minsk correspondent it is evident that many of 
the poor Russian Jews who have during the past twelve months sought domicile 
and occupation in London, and whose patient and painful struggle to eke out a 
scanty livelihood in the crowded purlieus of the East End have called forth the 
commiseration of their English 0o-religionists, do not themselves take a hopeless 
view of their present struggies, no matter how desperate they are to begin with, 
They, at allevents, write to their friends in Russia that the change in their lot is at 
least prospectively for the better, nor do they, according to my correspondent, who 
has seen many of their letters from London, attempt to conceal or disguise the 
gloomy aspect of their present uphill task, but with the characteristic patience 
and pertinacity of their race they confidently rely upon their future success, My 
correspondent, who writes from the little town of Kleck, near Minsk, states that a 
few days ago ten Jewish families, numbering about seventy persons, left that place 
for England. The most noteworthy feature here is that these families belonged to 
the ordinary artisan class, had full employment, and the young male members had 
also all served their military terms of service. From the same place last 
year thirty Jewish families emigrated to England, and appear to be content 
with their change and prospects. A movement of this kind spreads rapidly, 
and these people to a class and religion which ensure them 

ainst any Government obstacles b-ing put in the way of their exodus. 
There is, however, a very serious side to this question of wholesale emigration of 
Russian Jews to England, which the Jewish authorities and parochial boards in 
‘London might well consider, The poor Russsian Jew laughs at what he hears of 
English poverty and scanty fare, He has a false notion that the English artisan is 
enerally overfed and easily discontented, and that the Jew can live where an 
Noxitshinen would starve. Behind this is the immense attraction of casting him- 
self loose at any sacrifice from the trammels of Russian police laws and 
a score of petty and exasperating disabilities which olog his natural industry 
and rob his domestic life of peace and comfort, ow should this steady 
stream of emigration suddenly assume a and 4 volume from such examples as men- 
tioned above, it might lead to very deplorable results, for if they do not succeed 
and wish to return to their old domiciles, | doubt very much whether the Russian 
Government would readmit them in any large ‘numbers.

A PAPER READ BEFORE THE JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY. 


The Middle Ages, by which is commonly meant the period from the 10th to the 
15th centuries, have often been termed the Dark Ages. This appellation is a correct 
one, if we even only take it in one sense, viz., the obscurity that existed in the sphere 
of historic narrative. There do exist, it is trae, a few chronicles of the time ; but 
their contents are so full of the intermingling of legend with historic event, that it 
brings into play all the ingenuity and critical acumen of the modern chronicler to 
unravel this tangled skein of fact and fiction, in order to get at an accurate state- 
ment of events as they really occurred, This difficulty is especially to be met with 
in the exceedingly few accounts of the history of the J ewish nation at that time; 
but the scarcity of true and authenticated annals is not to be wondered at, when we 
remember the deplorable state of the people and the persecution under which"they 
laboured, They had no leisure, nor yet any inclination to place on record a full 
account of their terrible sufferings, At the latter end of this dark period, however, 
we begin to find the dawn awakening, and several historical accounts are drawn 
up; but the narrative is so full of traditional legend and in placesso untrustworthy 
that we have to grope our way cautiously in searching for the truth, One well. 
known work of the earlier period remains to us, whicn was produced in Spain, at a 
snall town ealled Tudela. Here lived a Jew named Benjamin, who has become 
justly famous for his book called }o%93 “ino : The itinerary of Rabbi Benjamin 
the son of Jonah of Tudela. I dwell on this work here, because it is the main and 
almost the only source of all the traditions about David Alroy, who is the subject of 
this sketch, and of the beautiful novel of Lord Beaconsfield. The book of Benjamin 
contains accounts of visits made by him to various towns in the South of Europe, 
n Asin and Africa. It has been conclusively proved by Griitz (vol. 6, note 10,) that 
the date to be assigned for the commencement of Benjamin's travels is the year 1165, 
Most modern authorities concur in acknowledging the authenticity of the itinerary 


and the doubts once raised, as they have also been about Herodotus, as to whether’ 


Benjamin ever beheld the places which he describes, have now been set at rest. In 
studying this work it is surprising to learn that the critic, who suggested that all 
these travels had been concocted by Benjamin whilst he sat in his study at home. 
was a boy, named Barratier, of the age of 11. This precocious youth, in his trans, 
lation into French and notes on the itinerary published in 1734, displayed an amount, 
of Oriental scholarship and critical ability quite stupendous for such a tender age, 
Whilst not agreeing with Barratier as to his conclusion thut all the itinerary is a 
fiction, it has been suggested that Benjamin only travelled as far as Bagdad, and the 
remainder of his work was written on hearsay. The argument for this is, that up 
to the description of Bagdad, we possess minute details of the various Jewish 
congregations; but further all this exactitude ceases, and we have merely a rough 
sketch, This part of the argument affects us seriously, as it happens that the story 


_ of Atroy is to be found in the seound part, If it is true that Benjamin did not go 


to Amadia, where the whole history of Alroy is centred; then his account becomes 


of less value and assumes the air of a mere idle tradition without any substratum of 
truth, 


This argument would have been valid at the present time, and David Alroy 
would have to be consigned to the regions of airy fictions, and Lord Beaconsfield 
have composed his novel based on a myth, were it not that fortunately there has 
heen discovered a contemporaneous M8, written by an apostate Jew named Samuel 
Ibn Abbas, In this MS. we have the story of, a Pseudo-Messiah related by one who 
lived at the same time, which story has been identified with that of Alroy by all 
modern critics. The existence of David is thus entirely set at rest, by the con. 


carrence of these two independ ent accounts, and Lord Beaconsfield once again 
treads on safe historic ground. 


The evidence of later Jewish historians on this point is of little value, as 
they all more or Jess copied from Benjamin of Tudela. A complete list.of these 
historians is to be found in the introduction to the volume of the Anecdota 
Oxoniensia recently published by Dr. Neubauer, The appearance of the story of 


Alroy in the history by Rabbi Joseph Sambary printed in that collection, I may add, 


was the canse of the suggestion of this Paper. Of the chroniclers there enumerated 
I shall have to mention chiefly the ‘‘Shevet Jehudah” of Solomon Ibn Virga and the 
“ Emek Habacha” of Rabbi Joseph Cohen. There are certain variations in these later 
versions which will be mentioned in their proper place,

David El-David, or, as he is more commonly called David Alroy, arose as the 
Redeemer of his people at the town of Amadia, which lies to the north of Mosul 
in the Persian Empire, The 12th century is remarkable for the number of pseudo- 
Messiahs that appeared among the Jews, and we haveno less than nine of thetraditions 
of the time wespeak, This fact will not appea r surprising when we remember teh 
position of the Jewish nation at the time, and how long and terrible wen the list of 
their sufferings, In no country in any part of the civilised world could they boast 
of the tolerance displayed towards them and the stories related by the different 
annals present a clear picture of what was happening. The era of the Crusades 
waea bitter one for the Jews; and what wonder then that the poor oppressed 
nation locked for some divine leader to ene them from the miserable adios 
in which they were; and that men arose on all sides who thought thesasel

happiness as foretold by the prophet Isaiah were entirely 
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not difficult for us to comprehend the coldness with which all these attempted 
revolutions were received by educated men. The Jewish authorities were almost 
unanimous in discountenancing the claims of these enthusiasts, and Maimonides in 
his famous “Letter to the South ” declined to believe in any of the Messiahs, and 
characterised as insane his misguided brethren who lent the enthusiasts their 
support. Of the believers in these men, he remarked, “that they had plenty of 
belief but were deficient in judgment, and that whilst they imagined they feared 
God, they lacked wisdom.” One after the other these Pseudo-Messiahs failed, and 
in their own downfall brought fearful calamities upon their people. There is much 
that is undoubtedly legendary in the accounts of these men ; but there is one thing 
we may notice in comparing them with Alroy, viz., that no one of them was deemed 
of so much importance for history to record his name, as has been done in the 
present instance. We will therefore now turn to him, and devote all our attention 
to matters concerning him and his actions, 


Thanks to Benjamin of Tudela in that part of the travels that is certainly | 


credible, we are in possession of considerable information as to the ‘condition of 


“the Jews under the Caliphs. They had their own governors and were subject to 


the jurisdiction of the Jewish law. The $139 WN) Prince of the Captivity 
possessed great political influence, and lived in princely state. This power, as 
Beaconsfield remarks in his Preface, increased in an exact proportion!to the weak- 
ness of the Caliphate. and without doubt, in some of the most distracted periods 
of the Arabian rule, the Hebrew Princes rose into some degree of local and 
temporary importance, His appointment was subject to the approval of the Caliph, 
who also commended that all Moslems should pay respect tohim, When:he made 
occasional visits to his Master, the Caliph, he was attended by a large hody of horse- 
men, and preceded by acrier who called out, “Make way for our Lord, the son of 
David.” The revenue of the office was considerable owing to certain taxes imposed 
on the people, and splendid presents were made to the Court at certain intervals 
But whilst the Prince of the Captivity was in high favour with the Mohammedan 


authorities, the majority of the people were by no means in such an enviable position. 


The political ruler was less respected by them than the religious heads of the 
colleges, and moreover, we can well understand the haughty Moslems resenting the 
homage that they were compelled to pay at the order of the Emir Al Mumenin 
(Commander of the Faithful), to the Jewish Chief. 

This estrangement between ruler and people was one of the causes of the 
Alroyan revolt, though no point is made of it by Lord Beaconsfield, 

The condition of the Caliphate at this time, which was a _ very 
unstable one, also promised support to the movement, Theoretically; 
the Caliph was Supreme Ruler over all Persia and Media ; but the old 
glorious days were departed, when the Caliphate was governed by such 
distinguished rulers as Haroun-Al-Raschid. He wasa descendant of those invincible 
and irrestible warriors who, roused by the enthusiasm for the new faith of Mahomet 
had poured forth from the shores of the Caspian and the deserts of Arabia over 
the fairest regions of the East. Even in his days, the seeds of decay had already 
been sown, and the decline of the once mighty Caliphate was being hastened by the 
inroads of barbarous nations. As to the question ‘“‘who was the Caliph who wag 
brought into connection with Alroy?” I cannot do better thanireferithe questioner 
to the excellent brochure by Herr F. Lebrecht “on the State of the Caliphate of 
Bagdad ” which has been translated and appended to his addition of the itinerary by 
Asher. It would be too long and too tedious for me to discuss the point here. The 
Seljukian Turks from the wild steppes of Tartary had settled in the country and 
though nominally only Viziers were practically autocratic, These different Sultans 
waged war with each other, made incursions in whatever direction they chose at 
their own sweet will, and did not hesitate to attack the Caliph himself, An independent 
Sultan of this type we meet with iu Saladin who has taken such a prominent part 
in the history of Richard I. of England. Warlike hordes wandered over the country 
and at a certain wage were willing to throw in their lot in any rebellion in which 
the prospect of abundant booty seemed probable. In this unsettled state of the 
country, every encouragement for a revolt was provided ; and only when the Caliph 
feared, that by indifference, some harm might occur to him in his one town of 
Bagdad, he promptly aided to quell the rising, 

We have thus sought for reasons for the apparent temporary success of 
rebellion of Alroy ; but must not omit to mention that one upon which chief stres 
is laid in Beaconsfield’s novel, viz., the heavy tribute that was levied on every ma) 
over the age of 15. To throw off the yoke of this burden, was one of the schemes 
that agitated Alroy. Before proceeding to give his story as related in Tudela’ 
travels, we will say a few words about the name Alroy itself. 

The name David Alroy is only to be found in Benjamin's itinerary, and in the 
“Emek Habacha” ; and has been seized upon by Lord Beaconsfield as the name of the 
hero whom he has popularised in thiscoantry, The last named history (written it 
the 16th century) in this section of the work, is an apparent transcript of the itine- 
rary without acknowledgement, so that we must fall back upon the original work 
for the name, Benjamin himself does not offer to solve the difficulty, and many 
have been the suggestions for the explanation thereof. Wiener supposes it to indi- 
cate “ the native of Rai” (formerly called Rhagae) a town in Media. To this it ha’ 


been objected, first by Steinschneider, that if we follow parallel instances, we shal 


find that the “native of Rai” is called Al-razi, and again Professor Griitz ha 


remarked, that the whole story is concentrated in Amadia, a town in North Kurdistan 
and nothing is anywhere mentioned of the town of Rai as being the Pseudo- 
Messiah's birth-place, or of his having had any connection whatsoever with it. 


Ibn Virga, and after him Ganz in his “Zemach David,” simply terms h im David. 
El-David, and it is likely enough that he assumed this name to prove his Davidic 
descent, We are thus still in doubt as to the true meaning of the name, and we 
seem to be plunging into deeper perplexity when we find him called Menachem ben 
Suleiman Ibn Al-ruchi sy dy, by Ibn Abbas, the apostate, whose authority 
certain details of onr present history must be ranked very high, This name has 
been rightly explained to mean “the inspired one;” whilst Menachem DMs is & 
common Messianic appellation: and this ‘is about the best title David might have 
assumed, The attempt to bring the name Al-Roy into connection with the verse 
in Genesis vi. 13,) where Hagar,-on being succoured by the angel, calle the name 
of her deliverer, 5 Sy, is of little value, because there can exist little doubt that

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ne is that given by Griitz, that Alroy is identical with Al-ruchi; and moreover the 
name David Almusad found in the “Shalsheleth Hakkabalah” of Ibn Yachya, which 
has been explained to signify “ the native of Mosul,” militates against the deriva- 
tion of Al-Roy from the town Rai or Rhagae, whilst not weakening in any way the 
opinion of Griitz. 

I will now proceed to reproduce the original traditions of Alroy as given by 
Benjamin of Tudela and Ibn Abbas, contemporaries of Alroy, who are 
followed with slight variations by later Jewish writers, Nono of these accounts 
can be taken as wholly fact, as we shall be able to judge, Benjamin writing after 
the suppression of the revolt, and according to vulgar tradition, and Abbas 

ly exaggerating in order to bring his erewhile coreligionists inte contempt. 

“ About ten years ago,” he says (and I am following the Version of the Travels 
published by Asher), “ there arose a man of the name of David Alroy of the city 
of Amadia, He had studied under Chisdai, the Prince of the Captivity, and under 
Eli, Principal of the College, in the town of Bagdad. He became an excellent 
scholar, being well versed in the Mosaic law, in the decisions of the Rabbis, and in 
the Talmud, He was proficient also in the profane sciences, the language and 
literature of the Mohammedans, and the works of the magicians and enchanters, 
‘He formed the daring resolve of rising in rebellion against the King of Persia, to 
combine the Jews who lived in the mountains of Chaphtan, and together with 
them to engage in war with all Gentiles, making the conquest of Jerusalem his 
final object . . . He gave signs to the Jews by false miracles, and aswured 
them that the Lord had sent him to conquer Jerusalem, and to deliver them from 
the yoke of the Gentiles. Some of the Jews believed in him and called him 
Messiah, When the King of Persia became acquainted with all these circumstances 

he sent and called David into his presence, The latter obeyed and went without 
~ fear, and boldly replied in the affirmative to the monarch’s question, “Art thou 
truly King of the Jews?” Thereupon, the Caliph immediately commanded that 
he should be secured and thrown into prison in tho city of Darbaristan, where 
convicts sentenced to imprisonment for life were confined.
